INVESTIGATION REPORT 

On behalf of Domingo Stevenson, defense counsel presents the following 
proposed corrections to the draft Presentence Investigation Report. 

Paragraph 1 : No indictment was ever obtained or filed in this case. Mr. Stevenson 
entered a pre -indictment plea. On March 8, 2006, a one-comit information was filed. 

Paragraph 2: Mr. Stevenson entered his guilty plea on May 22, 2006, 

Mr, Stevenson meets the requirements for '^safety valve" treatment pursuant to § 5C1,2. 
Because he meets these requirements, he is exempt from the five-year mandatory 
minimum. 

The two-level enhancement for possession of a dangerous weapon pursuant to §2DI.I is 
inapplicable because Mr/ Stevenson never possessed any dangerous weapons in 
connection with the marijuana growing operation.
